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TITLE 460 DIVISION OF DISABILITY, AGING, AND 
REHABILITATIVE SERVICES

Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Division of Disability, Aging, and Rehabilitative Services intends to adopt a rule concerning the
following:

OVERVIEW: Adds new rules in 460 IAC 2 establishing the Indiana Randolph-Sheppard Business Enterprise Program authorized
by IC 12-12-5 and 20 U.S.C. 107 et seq. (the “Randolph-Sheppard Vending Stand Act”) and currently known as the “Vending
Program for the Blind”. The new rules establish the program, define terms, and set standards for the following: state agency functions,
program participants, licensing requirements, selection of facility locations, assignment of facilities, financial matters, operation of
facilities, business performance, rights and responsibilities of program participants, grievance procedures, disciplinary procedures,
administrative review procedures, and the Indiana Committee of Licensed Managers. Repeals 460 IAC 2-1 that currently governs
this subject. Statutory authority: IC 12-8-8-4; IC 12-9-2-3.
